If the wheat in May is large and rank, it 
will produce little, for it grows too fast; this however is 
not the case on poor soil. 

Fatt Serving. This should be sown as early as pos- 
sible; it will then produce little enough, for during the 
cold weather it will grow but very little, and if winter 
should come early, sheep should not be permitted to 
pasture on it,or they will crop it too short. All the seed 
should be sown deep into the earth, else by the plentiful 
| floods of winter it will be washed out, 

Fruit... In some parts will be plenty; 
scarce. Acorns will be small. 


Hops. These will produce moderately; generally 
suffer in the Spring from mildew and hail. 


Wiye. There will be little vintage; grapes should be 
gathered early, as there is no hope for good weather. 
| Vines should be covered early. 


Wixp AnD Storm. In the winter, there will be heavy 
winds and extraordinary rains; in the Spring and Sum- 
| mer there will not be a great deal of thunderstorm, 
though some, which will not do much injury.

Alexander Mack, Sr. 


ALEXANDER MAOK,Sr.,was born in 1679, 
in Schriesheim, in the electoral of Palatia, 
or Chur-Pfalz, near Heidelberg, in Ger- 
many. He was an educated Presbyterian — 
of the Calvinistic faith, and by occupation 
a miller. 

After a prayerful investigation of the 
Scriptures, he changed his religious views 
and became convinced that an immersion 
in water was christian baptism, and 
a believer the only fit subject for the ordi- 
nance. Accordingly, in the year 1708, he 
and his wife and six others were im- 
mersed in the river Aeder, and covenanted 
together to walkin all the commandments 
of the Lord, thus becoming one among 
the first ministers of the Church of the 
Brethren; and through his zeal for the 
cause of Christ, his labors were crowned 
with success. This excited the enemy, 
and persecutions followed. 

He was rich, but forthe sake of his 
brethren he became poor. To procure the 
liberty of his brethren who were cast into 
prison for the sake of Jesus, he paid their 
fines, which were so enormous that his fine 


vineyards and profitable mill were soon 


taken away.

Ministers are chosen by the voice of 
the church from which they are called, on 
account of their known piety and aptness 
to teach, without any prior special train- 
ing for the office. They are not supported 
by stated salaries but support their fam- 
ilies by laboring with their own hands, 
thus ‘making themselves chargeable to no 
man.” When their duties in their call- 
ings are such that they have not the time 
and means to do this, they, and their 
families, are supported by the church, as
